BUSINESS AND GOVERNMENT 
In his second appearance before the Senate 
Committee on Unemploy ment, Bernard M. Ba­ 
ru ch offered a point of distinction th at deserv es 
to receiv e nationwide emphasis. He said: 
“To the ex tent that there are abu ses in big or 
little bu siness, let u s reg u late and driv e them ou t 
of bu siness. Bu t to reach a few malefactors or a 
few chiselers who do not accede to the requ ire­ 
ments of the g eneral welfare, let u s not throw 
away the benefits of ou r economy or bu rn down 
ou r hou se to k ill a few bats in the attic.” 
This represents a sou nd slant on the relation­ 
ship between g ov ernment and bu siness. In as­ 
su ming a reg u latory role, g ov ernment shou ld not 
wreck the economic stru ctu re or impose handi­ 
caps tending to stifle and impede the normal flow 
of capital inv estments. 
Mr. Baru ch already has said that, in his opin­ 
ion, g ov ernmental policies adopted and pu t into 
effect by the Roosev elt Administration hav e tend­ 
ed to block the road to bu siness recov ery and 
that an abou t-face at Washing ton is essential 
to a period of su stained economic dev elopment. 
His adv ice shou ld be heeded, especially in so 
far as it calls for a cessation of reform tactics 
that ru n cou nter to the fu ndamental concepts 
of the American economic stru ctu re. The nation 
cannot su ccessfu lly remain half Socialistic and 
half competitiv e.

TREND WORTH FOSTERING 
It is indeed encou rag ing tp note the annou nce­ 
ment that ex penditu res by steel companies for 
new equ ipment and constru ction du ring 1938 will 
total at least $165,000,000. Thou g h the fig u re 
mark s something of a redu ction in comparison 
with 1937, the stimu lu s to the bu ilding trades 
and allied indu stries will be considerable. 
If Cong ress were to modify or eliminate the in­ 
iqu itou s tax on corporate su rplu ses and income, 
it is probable that additional millions of dollars 
wou ld be released for capital improv ements, not 
only in the steel indu stry bu t in other branches 
of produ ctiv e endeav or. 
Gov ernmental impediments are still a major 
factor in the cu rrent economic stag nation. What 
is needed is the div ersion of money into constru c­ 
tiv e u ndertak ing s. The nation will beg in to forg e 
ahead economically as soon as inv estors and in­ 
du strial administrators receiv e the k ind of su p­ 
port that cou ld be g iv en by the au thorities at 
Washing ton.
